would respectfully ask you to give 
publicity to the following out stand 
lug points of too law: 
Ail hotels and restau ran ts are re­ 
quired to have a license.

guests are required to have a license. 
All places where confectioneiy, Ice 
cream, sandwiches, or drinks of ,a .i- 
ous kinds, are made. .told or served at 
retail m ust have a license, the fee 
for which is $3.50. 
The law provides a penalty of from 
$25.00 to $100.00 or imprisonm ent 
In the county jail for not more than 
90 day* for failure to procure thir- 
license.
